An moconot of all the efforts made by promi-
nent Cubans to obtaln politleal rights from the
mother country is a story of humilistions
and disappointments, Daoriog the reigns of
Fhilip 11 and Phitip Il it was officially de-
olared that Spain and her Awmerloan colonies
onght to be ruled by laws as ¢ ual and conve-
pient to both ag poesibile, the politioal condi-
tion of Cuba and Hpain belog then entirely
alike.

In 1811 Spain enjoyad for the firat time tha
bleggivge of a goustitntionsl government, aud
Cuba was entitled to have two representa-
tives lu the Bpanish Cortes. Thres years aftor,
the despotism of Fernsndo VI wag established,
and again overthrown by Riego in 1520, Louis
XVIIl of France, sent hizs nephew with a
powerful army to replace Fernando on the
Spanigh throus, and then commencsd that

erfod which recalls the rule of Philip IL
Fernando died in 1533, and the nation was
divided into two parties; one defending the
prinoiples of fapaticlsm and absolate power,
the other the dootrine of politival libarty for
the people. The Hberal parly was victorious
6 ter gome years of oivil war, and then the
Lostatuta Mleal was given ss a politioal ohart to
the Spaniards, belng introdoced in Cuba, with

guch alterations that the Captain-Censrals re-
ma'ned in full possession of their antovratio
authority. Althongh the Cnbaus wera greatly |
displeased on gesing that they were considaraed

inferlor to the lubghitants of the Spanizh pro- |
vinees, they gent their representatives to the

Cortes. 'T'he Eslatuto was still-bora. Iu 1834 |
the Coustitution of 1512 was again proolaimed

in Bpaiv; and the Cories Constiliymivs agresd,
after pome hesitation, that Cuba should send
a representative for evary 50,000 inhabitants.

On the 24th of October, 1 ".:'i_ tha Corles Con-
stituyentes aesembled, aud Cuba had io them
four representatives. These presented their
oredentials, and not receivivg any oflicial
answer, Deputy Baco urged the examination
of said docunments, In Febraary of 1557 a
commitiee proposed to the Cortes a regolution
““that in the future no representative of the
colonies eshall Le adwmitted tothe Cortes.”
The elected deputies drew up a dignilied pro-
test, but the Spanish Government, neverihe-
legs, conflrmed to the Captulu-General all the
powers grauted by the royal ordinances to the
commauders of besleged places.”

TLe news of the Constitution baing pro-
¢'aimed in Spain was bronght to Santiago de |
Cubs the 20ih of Baptembers, and the Gover-
nor, Ueneral Lorenzo, proclaimed it in that
department,  Captlain-Geoersl Don Migusl
Tacon, & sworn enemy of all constitutional
liberty, scut an armed expedithn agaivst the
Goveruor of Coba, and the latter, without
makiog any resistance, was obliged to leave
the country, followed by all those who weare
known by their libersl priuciples. The
Spanish Government approved Tacon’s con-
duet without listening to the just reclama-
tions made by Deputy Valiente, who hiad besn
sent to Spain to defend the proceedings of
General Lorenzo,

In 1854 prominent perzons in Cnba, well
known by their talents and wealth, asked |

wrote & pamphlet in favor of the proposition,
but its circalation was prohibited by the
Captain-General. The writer was the author
of that memorable phrase, “Cuba muast be
Spanish or African,"’

In 1550 another Spaniard, in a pampllet
entitled *The Aspirations of Caba,”’ defendsd
the rights of the Canbaus to send their repra-
gentatives to Congress; but all these eilorts
were unsucoesainl,

In 1861 Marghal Serrano was appointed
Coptain-General of Cuba, snd enconraged the
party called Concesionista to a new trial of

atience by asking the desired political rights,
R‘otwithnlnuding the opposition of the Spanish
papers in Cuba, General Dules, the sncoessor
of Serrano, authorized by the Minister of |
the Colonies, caused the Common Conneil of |
Cuba to elect Commissioners to be gent to
Spuin, The secret instroctions given to the |
Captain-General appeared in a deoree issued
by hkim, in which 1t was plainly seen that the |
electing of said Commissionsrs was made 50 as
to dimiuizh the number of real sstate owners,
inoreasing tLat of the persons who were
against the reforms, At last sixteen Commis-
gloners were elected, and they departed for
Spain. On the J0th of October the first session
took place, nnder the presidency of the
Minigter of the Coloniea. The <4th of No-
vemberevery Commissioner received a printed
cironlar with an interrogatory concerning ‘““the
best ways and means to regulate the labor of
the African and Asiatic population, and the
immigration more convenient for the provinces
of Cuba and Porto Rico.” To treat such gnez-
tions the commissioners hadl lsft their homes
and travelled hundreds of miles, The Presi-
dent denied them even the right to discuss on
the order of the (nestions asked, and they
had to form four commitiess to give informa-
tien about the proposed points. It would be
tedious to give a report of the seésions, in
which nothing was said about political rights,
The commisgloners came back to their couu-
try with the ead experience that the Spavish |
Government was more reluctant than ever to

rant Cuba the least particle of liberty.

Vhether to punish the insolence of the colo-
nies, or to throw upon the concessionists the
regponsibility of the new state of things,
l'uE: was overburdened with heavy taxa ions, |
which, baviog exasperated those who wanted
pence at any cost, have given the patriots en.
couragemsnt to shake oif the yoke of ths vo-

lonial government.

Let not the American peop'e be misguided
by false representalions from the =panish
organs representing the Cabawn revelution as
an nolawrul rebellion agaiust the paternsl
Government, or a8 & preavatnrs ontbreak of
political impatience. The Cubans are, fight.
fpg for ths American principls, represented
by the United States, and every republioan
nation must teke an interest in the trinmph
of the revolutionists. Lot the American people
take into copsideration that the idea of santa.
gonism to the Saxon race has never existed
mm Cuba, and that the nawme of the United
Btates s more respected in that lsland thao
the boasted glory of the Spanish ancastors.

Another advertiser ia apparently equipping
himeell as a Venian, for he dates from Done-
gal, and offers a red Irish setter for a Colt's
revolver, aud a ‘‘choice whelp ditto" for a
bowie-knife.

Many of the proposed exchangars are dying
for rings. A lady has & very good moroooo
handkerchief box, with gilt finishings, exosed-
Augly pretty. Sbe ia “only opun to offers of
rings vot turqnoise.”’

Another lady has a white Limerick lacs
tunio, uncleaned, coat £4. BShe wishes for a
good turquolse ring and long gold ear-rings.

Another writes; —*‘1 wish for ringa, | have
an electrioal machine and apparatus, & pnan-
matic trongh, an alarum, alphabetiosl safety
lock, and other things, but am open to
offers."

One lady declares that a sealskin Jacket is
much wanted, bat she i3 “open to oflers,”
anud this is what she will give:—"'A Lallier
albnm, containing six hundred and eighty-one
Mamrs, very rare oned indeed; forty-six grad-
uated red cornelian beads, thirtesn large ivory
ones, threa pretty illuminations, a set of gresn
beetles, ear-riogs, and brooch, on gilt leaf,
cost nearly £2."

Under the head of books and pamphlets wa
find an advertisement whioh Dr. M'Neile or
some of his frieuds should certainly look np,
‘I have about one hundred difterent, mostiy
free-thought, psmphlets, average price six-
pence, which I wonld exchange for avything
useful worth & guinea.'’

Here i3 another different spsoimen:—*‘I
have twenty military badges, and Adam and
‘va eccentrio, to exchange for others, or would
give two badges for Tom Dawson’s cat, Miss
sSenhouvse, Miss Charltou’s fan, Mr. Milbank's
eccentrio,”’

We observe *‘a chain of Italian beads,
blessed by the Pops,’ for seven and sixpsnoe,
snd apother advertiser ingenunously offers; —
‘““T'o amateurs, or those who desire a small
organ cheap.—For sale, in working order, the
cowplete sbell of an organ. Oaly wants
pipes."’

A Ruined Town in England,
An Epglish paper tells this story of a ruined
town in England : —

‘‘Gioing into two shope whivh adjoin each
other in Manchester terrace, and which are
owuned by one men, we asked how business
was goiug on. ‘Business !" he exclaimed, with
a sorrow!ul lavgl, *business has bidden good-
bye to Millwall.” Then, in the course of con-
versation, he told how hia means had drifted
away, how he had given oredit to hundreds
who were unable to pay, and how his lease
prevented him from removing to a more con-
genial guarter. His wife, a good-natured
woman, took part in the conversation, and
looking allectionately at a chiubby little fellow
who was haoging at her skirts, and then at us,
she gaid, *When the poor children come and
atk for bread, butter, bacon or groceries, and
say they are starving, how can I refuse them !
1 have little ones of my own.'

‘At the butcher's shop opposite we heard
the same doleful tale. A few pieces of mutton

| aud several little ecraﬁpa were hanging there,

but wobody came to buy them. ‘I suppose
the people don't Loy much meat!? we in-
gnired of the butcher's wife. ‘Ob, no,' sha
guld; ‘we sometimes sell a pound or half-
pound of bullock’s liver, which is the only
thing in the shape of meat the poor paople
can afford. We don’t sell a sheep in a week,
end were it not for the milk which my hus-
band sells, | don’'t know what would have
happened to us.’

YA colles shop opposite the Millwall iron
works hias changed bhands fonr times during
the past twelvemonths, and the present wo-
lucky occeupant is vainly eudeavoring to
traugfer the place to somebody else. The
landlady of a similar establishment, not far
ofl, informed us that the money ghe managed
to spare a few years ago bad not only besn
spent, but a horse and trap, her husband's
watch, some rings and other articles of
jewelry, had been disposed of o procure sus-
tenance for the family. Iler son, who was the
proprietor of two shops a few doors above,

had shut them up snd ‘tramped it' to South- |

ampton, where he was obliged to accept a
gituation as stoker on board a steamer.
““The public houses, a8 mey be imagined,

share the fate which is common to the varions |
The proprietors with dejected look |

shops.
#tand behind their bars and wait in vain for a
fluw of customers. A straggler or casual
visitor in the neighborhood now and then
drops in and asks for gomething, but most of
bis time the hapless Millwall publican finds
no other employment than that of reading the
daily newspaper, which he formerly took in
for the use of his onstomers, bat of which he
Limgelf is now the only reader. All attempts
at a* trapsfer are, of course, useless,

avd like the other traders in this poverty- |

siricken region, he with a faiot hope awaits
the time when business and prosperity may
possibly be revived.

Aunother case was
reluted to us where the propristor of an
establishment which also ocost thousands had
to part with Lis watch to get bread for his
childrem, Other ipstances of a similar kind
were mentioned fn onr hearing. Bol persons
of the publiean and shopkesping class, not
merely from pride bat from abaolute necessity,
are compelled to keep up appearanvces aund
preserve, ag far as pogaible, an ontward show
of prosperity, and they are, thereflors, unwill.
ing to furvish details of their suflerings."”
